The  Surgeon-in- Chief  has  presented  a report,  calling 
attention  to  the  excellence  of  the  work  done  in  the  hospital. 
In  this  report  he  refers  to  the  increased  cost  of  maintaining 
the  hospital  in  accordance  with  the  demands  of  the  best 
knowledge  of  modern  surgery  and  the  wonderful  results 
obtained  thereby. 

While  we  have  maintained  our  position  in  the  forefront 
of  our  special  field,  and  are  to-day  supplying  the  best  known 
surroundings  and  treatment  to  our  patients,  we  desire  to 
impress  upon  the  public  that  our  income  has  fallen  off  for  the 
following  reasons  : First,  it  has  been  the  general  impression 
that  the  hospital  was  not  in  need  of  money.  Second,  our 
subscriptions  have  fallen  off,  because  we  have  received  a cer- 
tain amount  every  year  from  the  County  of  New  York,  and 
this  amount  has  been  looked  upon  as  sufficient  to  amply 
supplement  our  income.  Again,  there  has  been  a reduction 
of  the  principal  of  our  endowment  fund,  owing  to  the  cost  of 
our  new  hospital  buildings.  These  buildings  were  made 
necessary  by  advancing  knowledge,  and  we  were  compelled 
to  provide  additional  room,  because  of  the  increasing  number 
of  patients  who  could  not  be  cared  for  in  any  of  the  public  hos- 
pitals, and  because  of  the  antiquated  character  of  our  facilities 
in  the  old  building.  It  is  a fact  that  to-day,  no  public  hos- 
pital in  this  city  can  do,  or  attempts  to  do  the  work  for  which 
we  are  chartered,  and  which  we  have  always  so  cheerfully 
done.  The  difficulty  of  procuring  apparatus  for  the  correction 
of  deformity,  prevents  many  hospitals  that  are  supported  by 
private  contribution,  from  taking  up  this  field  of  work. 
Scarcely  a day  passes  that  some  patients  from  one  of  the 
public  hospitals  or  dispensaries  are  not  referred  to  the  Out- 
Patient  Department  of  this  hospital  for  relief,  which  requires 
specially  constructed  apparatus. 
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It  is  quite  important  that  the  details  of  the  work  increas- 
ing our  expenses,  should  be  more  fully  explained.  The 
Board  ot  Health  has  demanded  a diminution  of  fully  one-third 
of  the  beds  which  were  allowed  in  the  old  wards.  This  has 
called  for  a much  larger  building,  in  order  to  accommodate 
even  the  number  cared  for  in  former  years. 

It  has  become  necessary,  by  reason  of  the  advance  in 
medical  science,  to  separate  operation  eases  from  the  atmos- 
phere and  surroundings  of  patients  suffering  from  the  various 
tuberculous  diseases. 

We  have  been  obliged,  furthermore,  to  provide  facilities 
for  isolation  in  infectious  diseases,  and  this  has  entailed  an 
additional  expense.  Formerly  the  Board  of  Health  received 
patients  as  soon  as  notification  was  given,  but  there  have  been 
epidemics  compelling  us  to  care  for  many  patients  where 
transfer  would  be  positively  injurious. 

Then  again,  patients  developing  Chicken-Pox  and 
Whooping  Cough,  have  not  been  received  by  the.  Depart- 
ment for  Contagious  Diseases,  and  hence  the  additional 
argument  for  the  construction  of  infectious  wards. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind,  too,  that  the  character  of  the 
service  has  been  greatly  changed.  Formerly,  in  the  Hernia 
Department,  we  simply  applied  braces,  now  we  cure  ruptures, 
and  the  large  number  of  patients  cured,  redounds  to  the 
credit  of  the  hospital.  In  the  Orthopedic  Department,  more 
attention  is  given  to  the  removal  of  diseased  areas  by  surgical 
procedures.  Deformities  are  corrected  much  more  quickly 
than  where  apparatus  alone  is  employed,  and  the  mechanical 
and  surgical  features  have  been  more  intimately  associated, 
so  that  it  naturally  requires  a larger  amount  of  money  to 
conduct  the  hospital,  as  a modern  well  equipped  hospital 
should  be  conducted. 

The  Board  feels  that  the  sympathy  of  all  in  this  generous 
city  is  warm  and  quick  towards  the  pathetic  sufferings  of  our 
little  patients ; and  it  trusts  that  this  statement  of  its  objects, 
its  efforts  and  its  needs,  will  so  appeal  to  friends  old  and  new, 
that  we  may  receive  funds  enough  to  cover  all  departments 
of  the  work.

Gentlemen  : The  Thirty-sixth  Annual  Report  is  most 
respectfully  submitted.  The  new  patients  recorded  for  treat- 
ment number  9,248,  against  9,274  for  the  year  preceding,  26 
being  the  deficit.  The  continued  patients  have  had  much 
more  attention  during  the  past  year,  by  reason  of  our  enlarged 
facilities.  Many  patients  who,  formerly,  were  obliged  to 
remain  in  the  hospital  a long  time,  in  order  that  their  abscesses 
and  ulcers  might  be  properly  cared  for,  are  treated  now  in  the 
Out-Patient  operating  room.  During  the  past  year  there  were 
24,464  individual  treatments,  which  is  in  excess  largely  of  the 
number  for  1898,  20,654.  In  the  hospital  wards,  677  patients 
have  been  treated  and  510  discharged,  leaving  October  1st, 
167.  Our  records  show  that  of  the  510  discharged,  200  were 
cured,  274  improved,  15  unimproved,  5 were  not  treated, 
having  been  removed  before  treatment  was  begun,  and  16 
died.  All  of  this,  expressed  in  percentages,  means :

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I desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  increased  expenses,  of 
not  only  the  hospital,  but  the  Out-Patient  Department,  and  I 
am  unable  to  recommend  any  plan  by  which  the  needed  care 
may  be  given  without  incurring  this  additional  expense.  This 
is  an  aseptic  age  in  surgery.  It  is  easier  to  preserve  health 
and  to  restore  the  crippled  where  absolute  cleanliness  is 
observed  throughout  every  branch  of  the  hospital.  With 
trained  nurses  and  members  of  the  surgical  staff,  all  of  whom 
have  been  educated  in  the  best  training  schools  and  colleges 
in  the  country,  we  find  that  our  patients  respond  more 
promptly  to  treatment.  It  is  easier  to  eradicate  the  disease 
which  has  disabled  them  so  much,  and  the  deformities  respond 
the  more  quickly  to  the  means  adopted  for  correction. 

The  cost,  therefore,  of  maintaining  a well  equipped  hospital 
is  much  greaterthan  that  required  for  conducting  an  Institution. 

The  Department  for  Hernia  has  treated  patients,  both  in 
the  out-patient  rooms  and  in  the  wards.  The  former  affords 
opportunity  only  for  mechanical  treatment,  by  means  of  trusses 
and  other  appliances,  a large  proportion  of  which  have  been 
supplied  gratis  to  deserving  persons. 

The  wards  have  received  114  children  for  the  operative 
treatment  of  hernia,  which  aims  to  secure  a radical  cure  of 
this  disabling  condition.  For  the  year  just  closed  no  deaths 
and  no  complications  have  followed  these  operations;  and  the 
surgeons  in  charge  attribirte  their  success,  in  a large  measure, 
to  the  improved  facilities  afforded  by  the  new  operating  rooms. 

Since  1891  there  have  been  550  radical  cure  operations 
performed,  with  but  three  deaths,  and  all  of  the  children,  with 
the  exception  of  six,  have  remained  cured.  These  results  are 
exceptionally  good. 

Both  adults  and  children  are  treated  by  mechanical 
measures  as  out-patients.  When  appliances  prove  unsatis- 
factory then  operation  is  recommended  ; but  we  are  unable,  at 
present,  to  give  the  adults  the  same  advantages  which  the 
children  enjoy. 
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It  gives  me  pleasure  to  acknowledge  the  encouragement 
given  in  developing  the  educational  features  of  the  hospital. 
Our  facilities  for  imparting  the  instruction  gained  in  this  im- 
portant branch  of  surgery  have  been  greatly  enhanced  and  the 
surgical  staff  have  made  good  use  of  these  facilities.  The 
medical  societies,  both  local  and  national,  medical  colleges, 
scientific  journals  and  text  books,  have  been  well  supplied 
with  statistical  work  and  clinical  reports,  presented  by  many 
earnest  members  of  the  staff.  The  charity,  therefore,  is  far 
reaching,  and  patients  in  all  walks  of  life,  and  in  all  countries, 
reap  the  benefit  of  the  knowledge  gained  in  the  Hospital  for 
the  Ruptured  and  Crippled. 

Within  the  past  six  months,  the  work  of  clothing  the 
children  has  been  taken  up  by  a lady,  deeply  interested  in  the 
work  of  the  hospital. 

The  pathological  laboratory  and  photographic  rooms, 
equipped  with  an  X-Ray  machine,  are  presided  over  by 
men  trained  in  their  respective  departments,  and  it  gives  me 
pleasure  to  report  progress. 

Dr.  Walter  Truslow  has  been  most  ably  assisted  by  Miss 
Katherine  B.  Park  in  the  treatment  of  Lateral  Curvature  of 
the  Spine.  The  patients  are  largely  school  children  who  are 
treated  in  the  afternoon  in  a commodious  gymnasium  forming 
a part  of  the  out-patient  service.  Braces  are  seldom  employed, 
but  muscles  are  developed  along  lines  to  correct  deformity 
and  these  muscles  soon  take  the  place  of  apparatus. 

In  this  good  work  are  associated  two  graduates  of  normal 
schools  of  gymnastics,  Miss  Robinson,  Miss  Harvey,  making 
a staff  in  this  department  of  orthopedic  practice  worthy  of 
commendation. 

The  summer  outings  have  been  enjoyed  by  a larger  pro- 
portion of  the  children,  and  it  would  be  a very  difficult  task 
to  over-estimate  the  good  results  obtained.  It  is  an  interesting 
fact  that  the  little  patients  who  remain  longest  in  the  country, 
say  at  the  “ Robin’s  Nest  ” and  “ Woody  Crest,”  are  so  far  re- 
stored that  on  their  return  to  the  hospital,  we  can  send  a large 
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number  to  their  homes  as  cured.  Pale  and  wan  looking 
patients  that  seemed  hopeless,  have  returned  with  a ruddiness 
that  speaks  volumes  for  the  care  received  during  weeks  and 
months  in  the  country.  The  Children’s  Aid  Society  and  the 
Association  for  the  Relief  of  the  Poor  have  helped  us  in  re- 
storing many  patients  to  health.  The  Rev.  George  Francis 
Nelson  Mission  House,  has  taken  a number  of  the  girls  for  a 
sojourn  into  the  country,  with  the  happiest  result. 

It  is  an  ever  recurring  pleasure  to  speak  of  the  efficiency 
of  the  members  of  the  staff  in  the  different  departments.  All 
have  labored  zealously,  and  all  seem  to  realize  that  the 
hospital  was,  indeed,  founded  for  the  most  efficient  and 
humane  care  of  the  ruptured  and  the  crippled. 

The  tables  here  appended  will  furnish  the  details  upon 
which  this  report  is  based,  and  I beg  herewith  to  present  the 
same.

The  money  contributed  enables  us  to  send  children 
during  the  late  spring,  the  summer,  and  the  early  autumn,  into  the  country 
where  the  most  marked  improvement  has  been  noted.  It  will  be  seen  that 
the  railroads  and  express  companies  are  among  our  most  valuable  contrib- 
utors. 

It  is  the  wish  of  the  managers  to  establish  a btanch  of  the  hospital  in  the 
country,  where  many  of  our  patients,  who  can’t  gain  access  to  the  summer 
homes  about  New  York,  can  be  benefitted  not  only  by  the  fresh  air.  but  by 
skillful  nursing,  and  by  the  skill  which  a hospital  of  this  kind  can  furnish.

CERTIFICATE  OF  INTENTION  TO  INCORPORATE  THE  NEW  YORK 
SOCIETY  FOR  THE  RELIEF  OF  THE  RUPTURED  AND  CRIPPLED. 


The  undersigned  being  each  and  every  one  of  them  of  full  age,  and 
citizens  of  the  State  of  New  York,  desiring  to  associate  themselves  for  the 
benevolent  and  charitable  object  hereinafter  expressed,  that  they  may  be- 
come a body  corporate  and  politic,  and  be  enabled  to  conduct  the  business 
of  the  Society  in  the  City  and  County  of  New  York,  according  to  the  pro- 
visions of  an  “Act  for  Incorporation  of  Benevolent,  Charitable,  Scientific, 
and  Missionary  Societies,”  passed  April  12,  1848,  and  of  the  Acts  supple- 
mentary to  an  amendatory  of  the  same,  do  for  these  purposes  hereby  certify: 

I.  That  the  name  and  title  by  which  such  institution  shall  be  known  in 
law  is,  The  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled. 

II.  That  the  particular  business  and  object  of  such  a Society  shall  be  to 
supply  skillfully  constructed  surgico-mechanica)  appliances  and  the  treat- 
ment of  in-  and  out-door  patients  requiring  trusses  and  spring  supports  ; 
also  bandages,  laced  stockings,  and  other  suitable  apparatus  for  the  relief 
and  cure  of  cripples,  both  adults  and  children,  and,  so  far  as  possible,  to 
make  these  benefits  available  to  the  poorest  in  the  community. 

III.  That  the  Board  of  Managers  to  manage  the  same  shall  consist  of  a 
President,  five  Vice-Presidents,  one  Treasurer,  one  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary. one  Recording  Secretary,  and  twelve  members  to  be  chosen  annually. 

IV.  That  the  following-named  persons  shall  constitute  the  Board  of 
Managers  for  the  first  year,  viz  : Robert  B.  Minturn.  John  C.  Green, 
Stewart  Brown,  A.  R Wetmore.  William  A.  Booth,  Robert  M.  Hart 
ley,  Joseph  B.  Collins,  James  W.  Beekman,  George  Griswold,  John 
David  Wolfe,  Enoch  L Fancher,  James  Knight,  Jonathan  Sturges, 
John  W.  Quincy.  Thomas  Denny,  Luther  R.  Marsh,  Charles  N.  Tal- 
bot, J.  F.  Sheafe,  Henry  S.  Terbell,  Nathan  Bishop. 

V.  That  the  amount  of  the  real  and  personal  estate  to  be  held  by  the 
Society  shall  be  determined  by  the  demands  made  upon  it,  within  the 
limitations  of  the  law. 

In  witness  whereof,  we  hereunto  subscribe  our  names,  in  the  city 
of  New  York,  this,  the  eighteenth  day  of  December,  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-two.

CHAPTER  638— AN  ACT 

Authorizing  the  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and 

Crippled  to  hold  Real  and  Personal  Estate.  Passed  April  23,  1867. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  the  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and 
Crippled  are  hereby  authorized  to  take  by  purchase,  devise  or  otherwise, 
and  to  hold,  transfer,  and  convey,  for  the  purposes  of  this  incorporation, 
and  for  no  other  purpose,  real  property  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  in  value,  and  personal 
property  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars  in  value,  provided  that  any  such  devise  shall  be  subject 
to  existing  laws  in  relation  to  wills. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

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CHAPTER  528— AN  ACT 


To  amend  section  one  of  chapter  thirty-seven  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  seventy -seven,  entitled  "An  Act  to  amend  section  one  of 
chapter  six  hundred  and  thirty  eight  of  the  laics  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-seven,  entitled  “'An  Act  authorizing  the  New  York  Society  for 
the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled  to  hold  Real  and  Personal 
Estate.'  ’ Passed  June  2,  1886;  three-fifths  being  present. 


The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  Section  one  of  chapter  thirty-seven  of  the  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-seven,  entitled  “An  Act  to  amend  section  one  of 
chapter  six  hundred  and  thirty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-seven,  entitled  ’An  Act  authorizing  the  New  York  Society  for  the 
Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled  to  hold  Real  and  Personal  Estate,’”  is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows  : 

§ 1.  The  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled 
is  hereby  authorized  to  take  by  purchase,  gift,  bequest,  deviee,  or  other- 
wise, and  to  hold,  transier,  and  convey  for  the  purpose  of  this  corporation, 
and  for  no  other  purpose,  real  property  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the 
sum  of  one  million  dollars  in  value,  and  personal  property  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  one  million  dollars  in  value,  provided  that  such  bequest 
and  devise  shall  be  subject  to  the  existing  laws  in  relation  to  wills ; and 
provided  further  that  no  salary,  fees,  or  compensation  shall  be  paid  to  or 
received  by  any  Trustee  or  Officer  of  said  Society  out  of  any  funds  or 
property  of  the  Society. 

§ 2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE-  CONSTITUTION  AND 
BY-LAWS. 


As  Revised  February  18,  1864  ; Amended  June  9,  1868,  October  9,  1869,  and 

April  25,  1876. 


Objects  of  the  Society. 

The  objects  of  the  Society  are  to  apply  skilfully  constructed  surgico- 
mechanical  appliances,  for  the  treatment  of  in-  and  out-door  patients,  and 
those  requiring  trusses,  spring  supports,  bandages,  laced  stockings,  and 
apparatus  for  the  cure  of  cripples,  both  adults  and  children,  on  such  con- 
ditions as  will  make  their  benefits  available,  so  far  as  is  possible,  to  the 
poorest  in  the  city  free  of  charge. 
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Contributors  to  the  Support  of  the  Institution. 

Each  annual  contributor  of  five  dollars  and  upward  shall  be  entitled  to 
recommend  out-door  patients. 

Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  and  upward,  at  one  time,  shall  have 
for  life  the  privilege  of  an  annual  contributor. 

Each  contributor  of  five  hundred  dollars  and  upward,  at  one  time,  shall 
be  denominated  a Patron  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  the  privileges 
of  the  foregoing  contributors. 


Free  Beds. 

1.  A donation  of  three  thousand  dollars  shall  entitle  the  donor,  during 
life,  to  place  a child  in  the  Hospital  for  treatment ; and  when  such  child 
is  removed  to  place  another  in  its  stead. 

2.  A donation  or  bequest  of  five  thousand  dollars  shall  entitle  the  giver 
(as  soon  as  the  money  is  received)  to  the  above  rights  in  perpetuity  ; the 
rights  to  be  transmitted  in  writing  or  by  will,  otherwise  to  cease. 

3.  The  payment  of  one  hundred  dollars  entitles  the  contributor  to  the 
treatment  of  an  indigent  patient  in  the  Hospital  for  one  year,  or  of  such 
a patient  for  every  hundred  dollars  paid  to  the  Institution. 

Rules  Governing  Patients. 

1 The  office  hours  for  the  treatment  of  non-resident  patients  shall  be 
from  1 to  3 o’clock  p.  m.,  daily,  Sundays  and  public  holidays  excepted. 

2.  Non-resident  patients  neglecting  to  present  themselves  at  the 
Hospital  for  inspection,  as  directed  by  the  Surgeon-in  Chief  or  his  Assist- 
ants. may  be  deprived  of  the  privilege  of  further  free  treatment  at  the 
Hospital. 

3.  No  person  shall  be  received  as  a resident  patient  whose  case  does  not 
require  the  particular  benefits  of  this  Hospital ; nor  shall  any  who  have 
the  small-pox  or  measles,  or  any  malignant  or  infectious  or  contagious 
disease,  be  received  into  any  ward  with  other  patients.  In  all  cases,  be- 
fore reception  of  a patient,  careful  examination  shall  be  made  to  determine 
whether  the  symptoms  are  capable  of  being  relieved  by  Hospital  treatment. 

4.  Persons  are  to  be  received  upon  such  conditions  and  terms  as  may 
be  agreed  upon  by  the  Executive  Committee,  who  shall  determine  the 
same,  as  far  as  may  be  expedient,  by  general  rules. 

5.  No  officer  or  servant  of  this  Institution  shall  accept  any  gift  from  a 
patient,  except  by  consent  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

6.  If  any  patient  shall  not  conform  to  the  By-Laws  and  Regulations  of 
the  Hospital,  or  shall  behave  rudely  or  indecently,  such  patient  may  be 
immediately  discharged  by  the  Surgeon-in-Chief,  who  shall  forthwith  re- 
port such  discharge,  and  the  cause  thereof,  to  the  Visiting  Committee. 

7.  Resident  patients  seized  by  a contagious  or  infectious  disease  will  be 
forthwith  removed  by  the  Board  of  Health,  and  notice  given  at  the  same 
time  to  the  family  or  friends  of  the  patient. 

8.  No  resident  patient  shall  leave  the  Hospital  premises  without  the 
permission  of  the  Superintendent  : nor  shall  a res  dient  patient  be  re- 
moved or  discharged  therefrom  without  a written  permit  or  discharge 
from  the  Surgeon-in-Chief,  or  House  Surgeon. 

9.  No  article  of  any  description  belonging  to  a patient  shall  be  removed 
from  the  Hospital  without  permission  of  the  Superintendent ; and  all 
articles  brought  to  the  Hospital  for  the  use  of  patients,  as  donations,  or 
otherwise,  must  be  given  in  the  first  place  to  the  .Superintendent  for  ex- 
amination and  record.
